A BILL TO REGULATE 


THE SPEED OF AUTOMOBILES 


i eee 


Member for Sturgeon Brings in a Measure to Safeguard 
the Public From Reckless Chaffeurs---20 


Miles Per Hour the Limit 


The time of the House yesterday was 
taken up almost entirely with J. R. 
Boyle's automobile bill and the con- 
gideration of the amendments to the 
Calgary charter. The automobile bill 
was passed ail except one clause, that 
relating to automobilists in cases of 


accident. The Calgary bill was ad- 
vanced and reported. 
There is no radical change in the 


Calgary bill. By the amendments the 
city of Calgary is empowered to assess 
property holders on a local imprcove- 
ment basis for water :works extensions, 
where a water main passes in front 
of their property, where the property 
nolder is not taking water and there- 
fore not paying rates. Another clause 
in the amendments allows for the conp- 
gsolidation of a group of debentures. 
The automobile bil! is an interesting 
document and one which wiil attract 
considerable attention locally, owing to 
the increasing number of automobiles 
in the city. It was introduced by the 
member for Sturgeon, no doubt at the 


instance of hig constituents, whose 
roads have been used more by 
the city ‘mobile owners than those of 


any other constituency. 

The bill is called “An Act to Regu- 
late the Speed and Operation of Mo- 
tor Vehicles on Highways”. The open- 
ing sections provide that the owner of 
an automobile shall register with the 
provincial secretary and shall take out 
a permit. According to the act he is 
given a number and a license and is 
requested at all times to carry the 
number exposed and to carry lights at 
night, bearing the number cn the glass. 

The most interesting clauses, of 
course, are with regard to the speed 
limit. In the country a motor car 
may be driven 20°miles an hour except 
when passing from the rear vehicles 
@rawn by horses, when it is required 
that the speed be cut down to 19 miles 


an hour. When meeting a rig 
speed limit is five miles an hour. 


Section 10, which was held over pro- 
vides that in case of damage to horses 
rigs or the occupants the burden of 
proof that the operator of the machine 
{had complied with all the requirements 
of the act was upon the operator, and 
that both the operator and the owner, 
in case the owner was not. the 
operator, should be liable for damages. 


Mr. McKenzie of McLeod did not like 
the provision that unless ‘“‘all’’ the re- 
‘quirements of the act had been tived 
up to the owner was liable. He ar- 
gued that from a legal point of view 
the operator or owner who hap- 
pened to be in an automobile, even if 
it was standing still, might be 
made liable for a frightened horse pro- 
viding it was proven ¢that he had failed 
to register or in any other respect had 
failed to comply with ail the reyuire- 
ments of the law. 

The member for Sturgeon argued 
that this was not the purpose of the 
bill, but it was laid over in order that 
the intention might be clothed in dif- 
ferent wording.

RAIN ADDS TO MISERY 

San Francisco, April 24—A drenching 
rain fell last night. It poured - an 
drizzled for hours while a high wind 
added a melancholy accompaniment. 
When the fire castrophe was in its 
infancy this down pour would have 
been regarded as a mercy, but this 
morning it could be regarded in no 
ether light than an additional calami- 
ty. It meant indescribable suffering to 
tens of inougands of persons camped 
upon tac hills and in the parks. For 
most pert their only protection from 
i.e wet wee acovering of sheeting 
tacked uson a few tent poles. Throug’ 
this the water poured as through 2 
seive wetting bedding and saturating the 
ground. When it is understood that 
thousands upon thousands of delicate 
women and infants and old and feeble 
persons were in this plight, nothing 
need be added to describe the misery 
which the downpour aggravated. It 


| will add great numbers to those al- 


ready crowding the temporary hospi- 
tals. Wherever covering could be nad 
for women and children it was taken 
advantage of. They were housed in 
chill and cheerless churches and barns 
and those who had homes were called 
upon to take care of the unfortunates. 
With few exceptions those who had 
homes responded to the new call made 
upon them and where they did not the 
butt ends of rifles quickly forced a 
through the doors.

The magnitude of the disaster is now 
fully apparent and stamps it as the 
greatest in the history of the American 
continent. The great Chicago fireand 
the devastation of Charleston by earth- 
ugake were insignificant in compari- 
gon. However, the energetic and un- 
conquerable spirit that made San Fran- 
cisco great is already at work planning 
to have the city rise like a Phoenix 
from its ashes. In this one great dif- 


ficulty will be experienced in obtaining 
the necessary steel. The supply must 
be obtained abroad, as the output of 
the United States Steel Corporation is 
ordered eight months ahead. 

Reorganization is proceeding apace. 
Supplies are being served in abundance 
through capable, energetic agents and 
not a hungry person was there among 
the homeless thousands last night. The 
post office has already resumed opera- 
tions and letters are being sent free 
to outside points, as the supply of 
stamps is insufficient. 

Horrible was the fate of many Chin- 
ese and denizens of the under world in 
Chinatown, which is no more. They 
were burned like rats in their holes. 
Eastern people need have little anxi- 
ety regarding friends here, as tourists’ 
fatalities were almost entirely confined 
to cheap frame houses. 

People, however, are scattered far and 
wide and communication is impossible. 
Thousands of telegramms are on file 
for them awaiting transmission.

The men 
werel argely occupied with shovelling 
cinders from the stronger roofs; and 
floors into heaps three to six feet deop 
along the roadside. Many two-wheeled 
carts loaded with galvage, drawn by 
donkeys or pushed by peasants, were 
making their way along, the women 
with bundles on their heads or carry- 
ing poultry.
